Washington, July 1—The republican sen- 
étors held what they declare to be their 
last caucus on the tariff bill tonight. The 
mecting continued for three hours and was 
productive of important ‘results, which 
were not reached without. a display of 
considerable feeling. Among the points 
decided were as follows: 


The report of an anti-trust amendment. 

To withdraw the original finance commit- 
tee provisions for a duty on tea and an 
increase of 44 cents per barrel in the tax 


cn beer. 
To provide for a tax on bond and stock 


transactions. 
The greater part of the time was giver 

to the proposition for a provision against 

trusts. 

_The discussion of this question was open- 

ed upon the basis of the report of the ju- 


diciary committee in opposition. . 


The committee had held a meeting dur- 
ing the afternoon during which the whole 
question was gone over at length with 
other republican senators, including Mes- 
srs. Hanna and Chandler. It was decided 
that it would be extremely difficult to se- 
cure legislation that would be effective and 
that upon the whole it was impolitic and 
unwise to undertake it. A report was 
made according to the caucus and a reso- 


_ fatter —wdoptet authorizing the presenta- 


tion of an amendment providing in express 
terms for the continuance in effect of tee 
terms of the Wilson bill, which makes it 
unlawful to form a trust in imported ar- 
ticles. 

This report called out some vigorous pro- 
tests, especially on the part of the western 
Senators, but they were replied to with 
spirit. It was asserted among other things 
that the presentation of a new anti-trust 
Provision would lead to a long. debate, 
which could not be afforded at the present 
time. 

The success of the proposition to recede 
from the increased tax on beer and the 
temporary duty on tea, led to quite a pro- 
longed discussion of the amount of revenue 
the bill would yield. Many senators ex- 
pressed the opinion that the volume would 
not be equal to the demand of the gov- 
ernment. It was-in response to this view 
that a determination was reached to -pro- 
vide for a tax on stock and nd transac- 
tions. 

The details of the statement were not 
agreed on, but were left to the finance 
committee to perfect. There was decided 
opposition to a tax on either ordinary 
bank checks or mortgages. It appeared 
during the discussion of this branch of 
the subject that the committee had been 
supplied today with estimates of the rev- 
enue the bill would produce, made by Mr. 
Worthing.C, Ford, who had given the opin- 


fon that with an equal volume of imports | 


the bill would produce during the first year 
of its operation more than $100,000,000 in 
excess of the returns under the Wilson 
law for the first year it was in existence. 

Senator Allison said, however, that these 
figures were misleading, as the imports 
could not be expected to be so large, and 
advised his fellow senators on this ac- 
count not to accept them as any indication 
of the possibilities of the bill.

Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illineis and 
parts of West Virginia and Kentucky will 
contribute to the movement. The strike is 
to enforce the Columbus scale of 69 cents 
per ton for Pennsylvania, 60 cents for 
Ohio, 60 cents for Indlana afid 56 cents for 
Illinois. | 

“When the Columbus scale was adopted 
ft was not thought advisable to attempt 
its enfqrcement. A committee. was then 
appointed to take in hard ‘the matter of a 
strike and to order one as soon as such a 
course seemed opportune, This committee 
has decided that the tithe has come to 
act.”’ 


A Plea for the Miners. 

Chicago, July 1—W. D, Ryan, secretary 
of the United Mine Wof of Illinois, 
has written an open lett.“%to Genator Ma- 
son, which says: : 

“The stand taken by you in behalf of 
the patriots in Cuba deserves the commen- 
dation of all liberty-loving people; but let 
me call|your attention to the condition of 
40,000 of| your constituents, the coal miners 
of Illinois. 

“The {nsane competition inaugurated by 
the coal operators has brought about a 
condition of suffering and destitution which 
was never equaled. 

‘We have been forced to accept reduction 
after reduction until the price now paid is 
so low |that the miners cannot earn an 
average |of 75 cents a day, and the mines 
work on only half a day. Taking an av- 
erage off $1 a day and three days’ work 4 
week, a |miner earns $12 a month. With a 
family of five—a fair average—the wife has 
less thah 8 cents for a meal, to say noth- 
ing of ¢lothes, rent, etc. 

“Tl doubt if any more lives have been 
lost in Cuba since the insurrection com- 
menced ithan in the mines of Illinois dur- 
ing the same time, and I am certain there 
is no more women and children hungry in 
Cuba at the present time than among the 
families of Illinois. 

“Do samething to put the idle miners of 
Illinois to work at a fair rate of wages 
and I will guarantee that every miner in 
Illinois will coriéPibute at least one day's 
wages every week for the benefit of the 
downtrodden people of Cuba.’’

Mr. Rockhill’s appointment will not be 
a party one in any sense, but will be 
besed entirely upon his experience as a 
diplomat and his excellent work in the 
department of state. He entered the dip- 
lomatic service as far back as 1884, being 
appointed from Maryland to be second sec- 
retary of legation at Pekin. 

In 1886 and 1897 he acted as charge d’ 
affairs at Seoul, the Korean capital. In 
1888 he resigned with a long leave of ab- 
sence, which he devoted to an exploration 
of Thibet, then an almost unknown coun- 
try. One result of this journey was a 
most interesting contribution to the 
scientific literature of travel. In 1893 Mr. 
Rockhill, who had then arrived in the 
United States, was appointed chief clerk 
in the department of state, a post he re- 
linquished in the following year’ to be- 
come third assistant secretary of state. 

At the persona! request of Mr. Cleve- 
land Mr. Rockhill, in 1896, relinquished this 


place, which ffom custom had come to be’ 


regarded as non-political and safe from the 
vicissitudes of changes in the administra- 
tion, to accept the place of assistant sec- 
retary of state, vacated by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Uhl as ambassador to Ger- 
many. He continued to hold the place 
under the present administration until 
the appointment of Judge Day, and re- 
mained in thé department for some time 
after the accession of the latter to close 
up the Cuban correspondence of the pre- 
vious administration.

Small Minority |s Satisfied with 
the Present Situation, 


CHANGES WILL BE DEMANDED

Chief Justice Simmons Leads the Few 
Who Want No Departure, 


HAL LEWIS PAVES WAY TO DEBATE: 


He Reads Magnificent Paper on “Is 
Lynch Law Due to Defects in 
Our Criminal Law,’ Which 
Will Be Generally Dis- 
cussed Today. 


Warm Springs, Ga., July 1.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—The lawyers and judges 
and lawmakers of the state who are tem- 
porarily quartered here have taken up the 
proposed reform-in the criminal law of 
Georgia and there is every reason to Dbe- 
lieve that when the Georgia Bar Associa- 
tion adjourns it will have fathered some 
definite, positive and potent action on the 
line pointed out by The Constitution. 

Just what this action will be it Is im- 
possible to forecast, because the lawyers 
the judges and the lawmakers hold radi- 
cally different views on the subject, and 
it may be no easy matter to bring them 
together. But the committee hereafter to 
be appointed will be given some sort of 
a reform measure to be laid before the 
next legislature, and no one doubts that it 
will be speedily enacted into law. 

Nearly everybody believes that reform is 
needed and it is as to the reMedy and not 
as to the existence of the disease that the 


delegates differ. There is a small minori- . 


ty. however, which asserts that the present 
law is all right, and it is likely that they 
will be heard from whén Judge Dorsey’s 
committee report is presented tomorrow. 

The leader of this minority is Chief Jus- 
tice Simmons. He is not a leader in any 
aggressive sense, but he does not believe 
that the fault of which so many people 
complain lies with the law. ° 

‘JT think that our present statutes are all 
right,”” he said this afternoon to a little 
group of judicial dignitaries on the porch 
of the convention hall; “and I shall oppose 
any such change as is suggested in the 
present rabid attack. Our courts operate 
quickly and effectively and the machinery 
of the law works as smoothly in Georgia 
as it does in any afher state in*the union— 
a good deal more smoothly than in some, 
Perhaps, too, much advantage is given the 
accused, but that is ancient law and not 
Georgian. I feel that we are all too free 
to criticise our courts.” 

Simmons Leads Minority. 

Judge Simmons’s view 1s held by a few 
others. but the large majority do not agree 
with him in saying that changes in the 
law 
the courts, and that sucn an accomplish- 
ment would put a stop to lynch law and 
other outbursts of mob violence. 

Judge Dorsey, whose committee report is 
awaited with much interest, has not yet 
arrived, but Attorney General Terrell, a 
member of the committee and one who 
contributed this suggestions ot Judge Dor- 
sey throughout their mutual investiga- 
tions, has attended every session of the 
associati@& up to date. Tonight I asked 
his opinion on the proposed: reform, and 
he said: 

“T have given some consideration to this 
question, and have abouc reached the con- 
clusion that the most practical and satis- 
factory solution would be the establishment 
of separate criminal courts. This plan 
could be put into operation wit@ very little 
if any additional cost. Tor instance, the 
number of superior court circuits in the 


state should be reduced to one-half the. 


present number, and each circuit given a 
judge for each civil division, and a judge 
for each criminal division. In this way the 
best interests of the community involved 
in litigation would. not we interfered with 
by reason of criminal! trials, and the per- 
petrators of crime could be given a speedy 
trial. Whilst it might be necessary to have 
fixed times for the criminal courts, the 
law might provide for the convening of the 
courts at such times, as the judge might 
think necessary for disposing of the crimi- 
nal business. 

“As a further reform in the matter of 
criminal procedure it wvuld be well to so 
change the law as to make the ruling of 
the judge of the superior courtroom upon 
all motions to continue final, and not re- 
viewable in the supreme court. The lw 
at present provides that ail motions to 


continue shall -be addressed to the discre-— 


tion of the trial judge, but the construc- 
tion placed upon this law is such that most 
all questions of continuance are reviewable 
in the supreme court, and it.is practically 
impossible to place in the record for the 
supreme court a perfect photograph of 
the motion and the circumstances connect- 
ed with it At the time the trial judge 
passes upon ft. The only objection ‘that 
could be urged to this plan is that it 
places too much power in the trial judge 
But it is no more power than the trial 
judges exercised before the organization 
of the supreme court.

Kentucky Congressman Precipitates a 
Warm Debate in House, 


Simpson and Bailey Fire Hot Words 
at Each Other. 


DINGLEY HAS HIS SAY IN THE MATTER 


Discussion Was Interesting, but the 
Republicans Had the Voting 
Their Own Way. 


Washington, July 1.—Mr. Settle, democrat, 
of Kertucky, after the journal had been 
read in the house today, raised a question 


as to the truth of the journal of Mon- 
day’s proceedings by offering an amend- 
ment to correct.the journal so as to make 
it show that the “speaker in pursuance 
of the rule heretofore adopted declared 
the house adjourned until Thursday.” 

Upon this amendment he got the floor and 
proceeded with an extended speech on the 
general question of the power of the house 
to adjourn over three days at a time. He 
averred that he offered the amendment in 
a non-technical spirit, but that the journal 
might merely relate the truth. “You can 
vote for it,’’ said/he, addressing the repub- 
lican side, ‘‘without reference to your po- 
litical affiliations, any kind of servitude, 
voluntary or involuntary, previous or now 
existing.”’ (Laughter.) 

Mr, Settle declared that his side had op- 
posed this rule, 

Mr. Simpson, populist, of Kansas, observ- 
ed sarcastically that one gentleman on his 
side, Mr. Bailey, of Texas, had not opposed 
it. 

“I suggest that the gentleman from Kan- 
SaS go and inform himself as to the facts,” 
ejJacuiated Mr. Bailey; with some temper. 

Speaker Keed rapped the house to order 
and remarked, biandly, with a twinkle in 
his eye: 

“Gentlemen must not interrupt each other 
nor make unreasonable requests of each 
other.” 

Mr. Settle, under the rules, had an hour 
in which to argue his motion. He discussed 
the Dower of the house to adjourn without 
&@ quorum flor Move than one day, whicn, 
he declared, was a direct violation of tne 
letter of the constitution. He drifted ino 
a general arraignment of the repuviicans 
lor NOlt taking action on the baakrupiwy 
bill and the Cuban beiligerency. 

“You have acted in utter defiance 
pubhe sentiment,’’ he cried. “%ou asked 
tor time, you predicted great things. Cai- 
noun Went to Cuba; Caihoun returned from 
Cuba; Calhoun went home. Nothing was 
done. Calihoun has been forgotten, and 
s0 has been Cuba. There is an indifference 
“aS to Whether a civil government or a 
state of war exists in Cuba.” 

Several times points of order were made 
that Mr. pettle’s remarks were irrelevant 
to the amendment, points which were sus- 
tained by the speaker. 

When Mr. Settie referred to the munici- 
pal elections at “Chicago, Cincinnau, Co- 
ftumbus and Canton” as an indiwation of 
public disapproval of the house’s inaction 
as being a forerunner of that November 
day in 1900 which is to prove the Armagen- 
don, Waterloo of the republican party, the 
speaker again rapped nim (to order and 
Mr. Bailey and M&. Pingley crossed swords 
ever the question as to whether the re- 
inarks were in order. Mr: Dingley claimed 
that the remarks were wide of the motion 
and Mr. Bailey that it was always proper 
to speak of public opinion. 

“We have always had respect for public 
opinion,’’ said the latter, “and we think it 
prover to lay it before you for your in- 
struction and guidance.’

For several days past the liquor dealers 
In the city have been congratulating them- 
selves on the fact that the Fourth of July 
this year fell on Sunday, and that the cele- 
bration of the day of independence having 
been scheduled to take place on Monday 
aoe would have an extra large sale on tina 

ay. 

But all this calculation has been knocked 
in the head, and the saloon doors will b 
closed two days in succession next week, 
on Sunday, the 4th, and Monday, the 6th. 

The matter received legal attention yes- 
terday when the following letter was sent 


under official seal to the chief of police by 
the city attorney: 


City Attorney’s Opinion. 


“Atlanta, Ga., July 1, 1897.—Hon. A. B. 
Connolly, Chief of Police. Dear Sir: Some 
members of the police force and several! 
Other interested parties have inyuired. of 
me whether the saloons have to close next 
Monday, the 5th of July, the 4th of July 
falling this year on Sunday. 

“I write therefore and suggest that they 
ought to be closed.- The ordinance, section 
903, code of 1891. closes them on July 4th, 
and the state code, section 3698, code of 
1895, makes the 5th—Monday—a public holl- 
day when the 4th lls on Sunday. Be- 
sides the reason of the case applies.

We 
are only prohibited from Keeping open cn 
the 4th of July, and merely dSDecause the 
state code makes Monday a legal holiday 
it does not follow that the city ordinance 
ought to be atretched to meet a special oc- 
casion. We will have to close two days 
next weck, and we are not getting rich as 
it is. Sales are slow and two days closed 
in one week means a great loss to us.”’

There is considerable skepticism among tke 
pclice a3 to the murdered man being Gul- 
der su ppe,, notwithstanding the positive 
identification of the deformed finger by one 
of the missing man’s friends. 
Bee. Cosby, four attendants from the bath- 
house and An unknown man called at the 
morgue today and positively identified the 
legs found yesterday as those of Gulden- 
suppe. 

Evety effort is being made to extort ad- 
mission from Mrs. Na@tk that she had 
knowledge of tke murder of (;uldensuppe, 
She was subjected to a physical examina-" 
tion by police station matrons before 

“noon, after which it was asserted that her

There was no proof that she had commit- 
ted a crime.

Inspector O’Brien, of the chief detective 
bureau, said tonight that he did not care 
to. speak authoritatively when asked if 
the body was that of Guldensuppe, bur 
admitted that to besthe conclusion he hac 
drawn from the evidence at hand.

‘Ve questions as to whether the murder wis 
committed in Mrs. Nack's apartments, 
.. When.the woman is arraigned toniorrow 
O’Brien says he will have all the witnesses 
present, including ‘Mrs. Riger, the Long 
Isiand City shopkeeper, who has made a 
Statement to the effect that she sold to a 
woman whom she substantially identifies 
as Nrs. Nack, tke piece of ollcloth from 
which were cut the parts that appeared 
around several parts of the body when 
found. 

Inspector O’Brien expressed some doubt 
as to whether ‘Mrs. Riger will say:her im- 
pressions are strong enough to swear to 
the identification in court.

If this telegram was genuine and was in 
reality sent by Guidensuppe, it is sufficient 
proof that Guldensuppe was alive after 
the dismembered eorpse was found on Sat- 
urday afternoon in the East river, for it 
was some time after that. 

In the woman's apartments today the po- 
lice found a piece of oilcloth which was of 
the same material with which the parts 
of the corpse were wrapped. This oilcloth 
she said is used frequently in cases calling 
for the attendance of a midwife. 

It was said that no blood spots in any 
of the premises were found, and no evi- 
dences of a struggle were anywhere about. 
The only supposed blood spots’ thus far 
revealed, O’Brien declared, were on the 
barre) of a revolver found in the woman's 
sitting room. Both Coroner Tuthill and his 
physician, O'Hanlon, averred that the 
stains on that weapon seemed to be blooa 
spots. They were in doubt as to whether 
they saw a butcher knife also spotted. A 
friend of Mrs. Nack’s young daughter, 
‘Amy, the latter being the child who staia 
with Mrs. Nack last Saturday night, were 
at.the police headquarters last night ana 
consulted with Mr. O’Brien, but the head 
of the detective bureau declined to state 
what he learned from them.

Macr July L—(Special.)\—What may 
prove . fatal acc'dent happened this morn- 
ing to Eugene P. Anderson, a well known 
young man, a clerk in the hardware store 
of Ethridge & Baker.

DR. RYDER’S SISTER 
MAKES STATEMENT 


The Case To Be Tried in Talbotten on 
the 19th of July. 


HOW THE FAMILY VIEWS IT 


Believe He Was Totally Irresponsible 
for the Act. 


WAS SUFFERING FROM A DEMENTED MIND 


It Is Claimed That He Committed the 
Act Without Knowing It and Is 
Not To Be Held for It. 


The trial of Dr. W. F. Rider for the as- 
Ssassination of Miss Sallie Emma Owen will 
take place in Talbott@6n on July 19th. 

The tragedy was enacted on Easter Sun- 
diy a year ago, and Br. Ryder was tried 
and gound guilty of murder. He was af- 
terwards granted another trial on the plea 
that important witnesses for the defense 
were unavoidably absent from the trial. 

The approaching trial will be 1 most in- 
teresting one, as the case has become cele- 
brated in the criminal records of the state. 

The families of both Dr. Ryder and his 
unfortunate victim are among the best 
people in the state, and the developments 
in the case have been watched with unusual 
interest. 

The Constitution is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing communication from a sister of Dr. 
Ryder, Mrs. Walter T. McArthur, of Me- 
Arthur, Ga. As will be seen, she presents 
his side of the case from the standpoint of 
a member of the family, and her statement 
is an interesting contribution to the argu- 
ment of the defense. Mrs. McArthur writes: 


“The Case of Dr. Ryder.’’ 


“Editor Constitution—My brother, Dr. 
Ryder, had -in his childhood an abscess 
in both ears that was never cured, al- 
though he was treated by several physi- 
cians. -After reaching manhood he went 
to Philadelphia to school to study dentis- 
try. The last term he was there hé had a 
severe attack of la grippe. which settled 
in his ears and his sufferings were intense. 
The physician who treated him there told 
him that some day his ears would kill him, 
and that he wonld perhaps go insane be- 
fore he died: He told his family this after 
reaching home, but we thought little of ft 
till a few years ago. His companion and 
roommate from Macon, Ga., while in 
school in Philadelphia, had the grip at 
the same time and it settled in his lungs. 
He came home and in a few weeks died 
of consumption. After his return home he 
had some physicians in Atlanta to treat 
him and others over the state, all of them 
telling him, after examination, they could 
do him no good, 

“A few years ago he went to Talbotton 
to practice his profession. His parents pre- 
ferred him to remain with them at. the 
old home, for they knew of his trouble 
and of the unconscious spells he had occa- 
sionally. But he was ambitious and loved 
his profession, and thought it would be 
better for him to leave home to practice. 
He was very successful and made a great 
many friends. Two years previous to this 
sad affair his physician there, Dr. Bard- 
well, told the people that they must watch 
him while suffering with his head; that he 
would do himself or some one else an in- 
jury. His family, not seeing him often, 
did not know till a few months before this 
sad affair that his mind was becoming 
unbalanced. His parents and old friends 
knew it when he visited his old homé last 
and his friends spoke of it to each other. 
I saw him in Columbus in February be- 
fore the fated April, and realized it for the 
first time and shed tears over it. He was 
then under treatment of Dr. Bullard, who,

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botton; they reached there about sunset. 
He took the young man who accompanied 
him in the morning over to the hotel to 
supper. 

“After supper they started to church, 
and had to go right by Mr. McCoy’s resi- 
dence, and the young ladies were on the 
porch ready for church, except Miss Ow- 
en. He did not ask her to go to church 
with him.,gfor he knew her -step-mother 
had told her when she left home not to go 
cut in the night air, as she had been sick. 
He took a front seat in church, so that 
he might hear what the minister said, but 
he was suffering so he did not remember 
a word the preacher said nor any one he 
saw at church. A great many of the con- 
gregation noticed how strange he looked 
and acted. He did not remember stopping 
in at Mr. McCoy’s on his way from church, 
and when he reached his hotel he saw the 
prprietor’s wife across the hall, and call- 
ed to her twice, thinking he would ask her 
to do something for him to relieve him, 
but she never heard him and passed on. 
Soon after reaching his own room he tTe- 
membered an irresistible impulse came 
over him to commit suicide, and that is the 
last fhat he remembered in several days 
after he was brought to Macon. He and 
Miss Owen parted the best of friends and 
he was never jealous of Mr. A. P. Persons 
a moment in his life,, and on several occa- 
sions, when she would be visiting in their 
town, he asked Mr. Persons to call on her 
and help make her have a good time. 

“He was sensitive about his affliction and 
did not mention it to his most intimate. 
friends. If he committed the deed, we 
cannot understand why he was let to do it. 
The ways of Providence are mysterious. 
We know he never had any murder in his 
heart in his life. He joined the Methodist 
church when he was a boy. He was also 
a ‘Mason and Odd Fellow, all in good stand- 
ing. He was reared in a Christian home 
by Christian parents and he could never 
have been what the papers have represent- 
ed him to be, after all the prayers that 
were offered in that home. 

“Our father died in the winter of 1895, 
beloved by every one who knew him; our 
aged mother still lives, and all the world 
could not convince her that her baby boy 
was responsible tn the sight of God. 
was devoted to his mother and always went 
to her wifh his troubles, and she knew 
of the unconscious spells he has had so 
often, and sympathized with him in his 
sufferings, as only mothers know how to 
do. He has had a few luctd moments 
since ‘the awful crime of which. he was 
charged, but his mind now is entirely 
gone and he does not know one member 
of his family. His dear mother staid near 
him for six weeks and saw him almost 
daily, but he never’ recognized her. She re- 
turned to her home, as it was heart-break- 
ing to see him like he is. 

“T would ®ke to correct the report that 
was published in The Constitution. I 
think, I Go not know who the writer was, 
but he was certainly misinformed. It stat- 
ed that ‘Dr. Ryder carried a pistol out 
with him when he went to see Miss Owen, 
and invited her to go with him to a pond 
nearby, expecting to take both of their 
lives. then. but she was afraid of him 
and would not go.’ This is a falsehood 
from beginning to end. He did not carry 
a pistol out there; he did not even own a 
pistol. The young man who accompanied 
Dr. Ryder out to the Owen residence 
knows more about the pistol than any one 
else. Dr. Ryder did not Know it was in 
his buggy. He had a gun that he used 
some times for hunting, and any of the 
young men in town used it, too, when they 
wanted it. One of them took the privilege 
of marking it while in his possession. I 
might correct a great many false state- 
ments, and will do so at some future time. 
What I have written are the true facts 
and I want the public to Know them.

At this 
particular season of the year, when the 
various institutions of learning through- 
out the country are still grinding out 
thousands of these bewitching products 
of academic culture, the discussion which 
Editor Bok opens up is highly oppor- 
tune, and is sure to strike a sympathet- 
ic chord in the popular heart. 

In discussing the subject Editor Bok 
wisely ignores its sentimental features 
and addresses himself exclusively to its 
practical aspects, as follows:

The objections which western railroads 
set up against emigration to the south 
should be met by the railroad companies 
whose interests are wrapped up in south- 
ern progress.

The distinguished electrician, Professor 
Forbes, has been employed by the Egyptian 
government to make a study. of the fea- 
sibility of utilizing the power of the Nile 
cataracts for generating electricity. After 
looking into the matter he reports that the 
general circumstances of Egypt are well 
adapted to its use. Coal becomes enormously 
dear in upper Egypt owing to the expense 
of transportation from Alexandria, and the 
cataract power would be available all the 
year round for working the railroads, cot- 
ton ginning mills, sugar factories and irri- 
gating machines. It could be supplied over 
distances of several hundred miles ata cost 


much below that of coal. A re- 
_cent census shows that the  popula- 
tion of Egypt is now about 9,000,000. This 


is a gain of 30 per cent over the census of 
1882. At the time of the French expedition 
under Napoleon the population is supposed 
to have been only about 2,000,000; In 1845, 
3,000,000. The Greek geggraphers estimate 
the population under Rameses the Great as 
7,000,000 or 8,000,000, If they were correct then 
Egypt under British control has surpassed 
the most prosperous period of old timés. 
It is certainly encouraging to think of this 
ancient land equipped with all the latest 
appliances of our material civilization.

700 TURKEYS EMPLOYED. 


A Unique Scheme for Driving Off 
Grasshoppers. 

W. R. Birmingham, of Oakland, a few 
years ago purchased a:large f¥act of land 
in the river bottom below Pollasky, and 
has since put out over 18,000 fruit trees. 
There was a smal} orchard on the place 
when he purchased it, and these elder 
trees are in full bearing, While peach trees 
but three and four years old have borne 
large crops. The soll ts deep silt, and 
very fertile, says The Fresno Republican. 
Mr. Birmingham put in a large gasoline 
engine and pump, and pumps water from 
the San Joaquin river with which. to irri- 
gate. The orchard presents a very thrifty 
appearance, and all the’trees that are old 
enough, are loaded with frult. 

Last Thursday an army of grasshoppers 
came down from the ‘hills to the southeast 
and invaded one corner of the orchard. 
They were too young to fly much and 
could only hop and crawl, but they had a 
voracious appdtite, and within a. few 
hours had eaten every leaf from every tree 
over an area of five acres. 

There was in the garden tract nearly 
everything in the vegetable line, but the 
hoppers showed no preference whatever, 
eating everything clean as they went. 
Squash vines that were very thrifty, each 
of which covered a space of perhaps six 
feet square, were eaten off clean. Straw- 
berries were eaten without cream, and 
every berry and vegetable in the garden 
went to fatten grasshoppers. And there 
were millions upon millions of hoppers and 
hoppers. They: are not of the seventeen- 
year variety, either, but just common 
every-day foothill grasshoppers with a 
mountain appetite. As their wings are not 
large enough to enable them to indulge thé 
disposition prevalent in both man and anl- 
mal to hurry on to other localities § in 
search of greener or better pastures, they 
just hop and crawl upon the trees and 
vines, and eat, and eat, and eat. It does 
seem as if they can eat for twenty-four 
hours without a rest. Y fe 

Mr. Birmingham at once put\an adver- 
timent in The Republitan that he wanted 
1,000 turkeys. A wagon load of turkeys 
passed through Fresno yesterday morning 
en route for Pollasky, but he wants all he 
can get. 

As an experiment Mr. Birmingham mixed 
with a quart of middlings and a quart of 
bran one pound of arsenic and set the 
mixture before the invading army. The 
ate with a relish and—marched onward, 
right onward. He says he didn’t find a 
dead grasshopper. 

Two years ago the hoppers invaded the 
same orchard. Mr. Pirmingham found a 
Portuguese who had a band of 700 turkeys, 
and at once made arrangements with him 
to bring his turkeys down to the orchard 
and camp there. The owner of the turkeys 
had several well trained shepherd dogs, 
and with their aid twenty-five turkeys 
were allotted to each row of trees, and 
herded slowly along, eating hoppers as they 
bing 1 Men were sent in advance to shake 
the hoppers from the trees, and the tur- 
keys did the rest. The hoppers were 4otal- 
ly destroyed and the orchard saved.

“By. pursuing this plan it has not only 
worked an injustice to some of the highest 
and most trusted officials of the state, but 
it has brought discredit on itself and 
caused the public to doubt the reliability 
of its revelations by having the - same 
easily and completely refuted by the offi- 
Clals whose methods and integrity were 
called in question. 

“If there was ever any real need for an 
investigation of the various department of 
State, certainly the matter was too im- 
portant, to be dealt witn in the’ childish 
manner pursued by the committee. Its 
work should have been thorough, careful 
and secret, and the results of this work 
should have been reported back to the gen- 
eral assembly. It would then have been 
for the latter body to pass upon the com- 
mittee’s report and to make such disclos- 
ures as seemed necessary. 

“The Blalock committee’s relation to the 
general assembly is the same as that of a 
sub-committee to a grand jury. It would 
be manifestly absurd for a grand jury com- 
mittee, while investigating the affairs of 
each county officer to retail its discoveries, 
whether they are satisfactory or other- 
wise, to the newspapers, instead of render- 
ing its report.at the proper time to the 
body to whom it is respunsible. 

“The Blalock committee’s mistake has re- 
sulted in a wordy war between members of 
the committee and different heads of the 
state government, all of which is unbe- 
coming as well as detrimental to the state. 
The net result of the committeec’s work, 
so far, seems to have been to give certain 
members of the committee a little news- 
paper notoriety, on which they have pre- 
sumed to base little political booms of va- 
rious dimensions.”

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPI.E 


Prince Siddartha and His Teachings. 


Editor Constitut‘on—Buddha is not the 
name Of the founder of the religion com- 
monly kMywn as Buddhism, but is a term 
indicating “a state or condition of the 
mind.” Th founder of Buddhism was a 
prince in india, whose royal name was 
S.ddartha, aq whose family name was 
Gautama Or §otama. He was born in the 
north of Indiain the year 623 B. C., so he 
Was &@ young man when the Jews were 
carried captives tc Babylon. 

Today fully Ofe-fourth of the people on 
the earth worshi, him in one way or an- 
other. Gautama jever claimed to be the 
true God or even a god. At the age of 
sixteen he was Ma:ried to a beautiful In- 
dian princess and © them one son was 
born. He afterward; left his palace, his 
wife and son and reired alone into the 
jungle ‘‘to discover the cause of our suffer- 
ings and the way to «scape from ghem.” 
‘In the jungle he met some hermit Brah- 
“mans—Brahmanism being much older than 
Buddhism—who told him that “by severe 
penances and torture of the body a man 
may acquire perfect wisdem.”’ But Gau- 
tama did not belleve this, 50 he went alone 
and “spent several years in deep medita- 
tion and fasting,’’ by means of which he 
entered into KBuddhahood; thet is, he be- 
came Buddha, “the enlightened and all- 
knowing.”” He is now spoken of as Lord 
Buddha, of the Buddha, while taose of his 
followers who have since attainel to Bud- 
dhahood are called simply Buddhas. 

As Prince Siddartha entered iato this 
all-knowing state in the jungle it is said 
that he discovered the secret of human 
misery—ignorance; also the light that can 
dispel this ignorance of ours and remove 
all sorrows. This light he called the ‘four 
noble truths.” They are: 1. “The nis- 
eries of ignorance; 2. The cause productive 
of misery, which is the desire ever renew- 
ed of satisfying one’s self without beitg 
ever able to secure that end; 3. The de- 
struction of that desire or the estranging 
of one’s self from it; 4. The means of ob- 
taining this destruction of desire.’”” Gau- 
tama taught that by knowing these four 
principles a man literally works out his 
own salvation without any outside help, 
and thus by a process of rebirths, reaches 
Nirvana, which is an Indian name for the 
paradise of Buddhists. Nirvana is defined 
as a condition of total cessation of 
changes, of perfect rest, of the absence of 
desire and illusion and sorrow; of the total 
obliteration of every thing that goes to 
make up the physical man. Before reach- 
ing Nirvana a man is continually being 
reborn; when he reaches Nirvana he is re- 
born no more.” Gautama taught that man 
should not acknowledge or expect anything 
from a divine source, that the doctrine of 
a personal god is only a “gigantic shadow,” 
that the highest goodness is attained with- 
out the assistance of God; that man may 
secure a ‘continued existence without a 
soul; that there is a method. of salvation 
without a savior; that a redemption may 
be obtained by one’s self as the redeemer; 
that nothing should be accepted on faith. 
These facts about Buddha’s teachings [ 
obtained from a Buddhist catechism that 
is recommended by a high priest of Cey- 
lon as “in agreement with the canon of 
the southern Buddhist church.’” Now con- 
trast these teachings with those of Christ 
concerning God the Father, the Holy Spirit. 
the Son, the new birth, love. hope, eternal 
life, redemption, justice, faith, and so on, 
and you can see, what a chasm there is 
between the two systems. One breathes 
the air of heaven and power and wisdom; 
the other of man and earth and weakness 
and doubt. Christianity teaches that man 
is to be saved from the power of s'n by 
faith ‘n an all-wise, loving heavenly Father 
and in Jesus Christ. His Son; all other 
religious svstems teach that man must 
save himself by some work or effect’ of 
his own. <Any scheme that proposes [to 
amalgamate Christianity with any other 
religion is not only treason against Christ, 
but dire folly in itself. One is pure oil 
that will forever float, the others are water 


and dregs beneath it. One is divine. the 
others are human.

Editor Constitution—I note in your issue 
of Monday that somebody is displeased 
that over the Georgia exhibit a map shows 
“Rirmingham district.” This is a map ex- 
hibited at the Atlanta exposition furnished 
by the United States government and put 
up by the Centennial *"Companm, and ex- 
tends around the entire mineral building.

It only 
happens to be over the Georgia exhibit 
since it had to be over somebody’s exhibit, 
as it is 800 feet longs 

Individually. F have three exhibits in the 
mineral building. One from Alabama and 
two from Tennessee. Not one is located 
anywhere near the geological section to 
which it belongs, as shown »y this map 
which overhangs all the exhibit the entire 
length of both sides the building. To take 
out any section of this map would be to 
destroy the whele map, which by the way 
is one of the most comprehensive as well 
as satisfactory exhibits in the whole min- 
eral collection. 

As for Georgia and her exhibit, she 
ought to be proud of the exhibit. It is evi- 
dently collected with great care, is installed 
with exceptional ability both for instruc- 
tion and artisti¢ expression and is a most 
valuable exhibit to Georgia as well as to 
the Tennessee Centennial.

Dr. Headden has spent the most of his 
life-in a drug store, and this is his first 
season on a farm, ‘and his intelligent” 
methods and thvurough cultivation of his 
crops are’ wortn stuaying. He states that 
a great deal of his intormation has Deen 
received tnrough the farm page of The 
Weekly Cons.ituti6n, which he reads with 
interest every issue and he has never read 
a copy that he has not felt himseif doupiy 
repaia for his whole year’s subscription, 
He gives some very interesting facts apout 
his cabbage crop—for instance, on the 
ground necessary to raise twelve ears of 
«orn he has raised three cabbage that 
netted him $2.76, enough to buy five bush- 
els of corn; he claims justly that he has 
practically raised 1,00 bushels of corn on 
his cabbage acre, because with the income 
brought by it he could easily buy 1,800 bush- 
els of corn. He states, too, that he has 
found a véry ready market for all his crow 
and has sold it promptly for a cent and @ 
half per pound as fast as he wud vring 
the cabbage in. 

He Staies wiat cabbage brings in the 
Louisville, Ky., market one and one-fourtn 
certs a pound, while Atlanta pays one and 
a half. We.do not present these figures to 
have Atlanta flooded with eabbage, but 
there are other points both in this state and 
throughout the south where no doubt the 
same prices could be obtained. 

The example of Dr. Headden is com- 
mended to those who are barely making @ 
living in the towns, believing that the con- 
dition of a great number could be vastly 
improved by the cultivation of trifek farms 
and the planting of regular field crops. 
A diversity of crops and a departure from 
the all cotton idea will be a tremendous 
advantage. 

We heartily advocate a “hog and hom- 
iny’’ campaign. 

Returning to Dr. Headden’s question, 
“What kind of cabbage is it? being 
neither the Jersey Wakefield nor the Barly 
Summer, we propose that since the head 
measures a foot in diameter and height 
and is as firm and well formed, that we 
call it the “‘Headden Cabbage.’’

POPULISTS HAVE NO PARTY 


Augusta Leader Declares That All Is 
Lost to People’s Party. 


: : 
TOM WATSON IS ALONE IN AIS GLORY 


It Is Said That He Will Be an ... P. A. 
and Will Leave the Party Which 
He Has Led So Long. 


“The populist party is dead. It’s coffin 
Louis and its interment 
will come at Nashville.”’ 

Colonel Jim Barrett, of Augusta, who 
has been one of the most prominent mem- 
bers of the people's party in Georgia, was 
speaking. He.was on the last state ticket 
and has been the tower of  populistic 
strength in the tenth district. 

Colonel Barrett declares that the party 
to which he has been allied for so many 
years will disintegrate and that the forces 
which are to destroy it have been at work 
for a long while. 

“If you newspaper fellows 
eyes you ought to have seen that there 
were not a hundred delegates at that 
convention last week. The funeral dirge 
was sounded them. All of us Knew that 
there ‘would be no hope for reorganizing 
the party again. It is gone and there is no 
hope. 

“What will become of the remnant? 
Well, that is hard to say. I suppose a 
part, if McKinley will offer them the prop- 
er pap, will go over to the republicans and 
ally themselves with that party. There 
will be a large crowd which will go in with 
the American Protective Association gang. 
As for Hines. Ellington, Peek, Carter and 
the more intelligent leaders they will come 
back to democracy, for that is the party 
for southern men if they are going into 
any party. As for myself, if I am going to 
eat any kind of dog I had rather eat demo- 
cratic dog. o° 

“I suppose I shall go back to the demo- 
cratic party. I am not going in with the 
black crowd, you can bet that.’’ 

As to the fight which has been made on 
him in Augusta Colonel Barrett has some 
significant revelations to make. 

“It’s because I have refused to go in with 
this American Protective move,” he said. 
“T have upon certain occasions said what 
I thought of that order, and because the 
populists in Richmond have taken up the 
American Protective Association doctrine 
they are now trying to call me a traitor 
to Watson. 

“TI have known for a long time that Wat- 
son leaned toward the American Protec- 
tive Association, but I have no idea that 
he -will publicly take up the movement. 
He is opposed to secret orders, 
lieve that he will control it and use it as 
ev kind of engine to carry out his wishes. 
Just as Alex Stephens did, you know, with 
the know-nothing party. He did not seem- 
ingly enter into it but was said to have 
eontrolled it. 

“No, the party ts dead. It’s fate is 
sealed and its doom is near. I can’t say 
how far the American Protective Associa- 
tion idea will govern them. It may take 
hold in the cities, but the farmers will go 
back to democracy, they will come back to 
the old party and fight out their battles 
in there without the leadership of such 
selfish individuals as those for. whom they 
have fought.’’ 

This statement from Colonel Barrett is 
the most startling news of a political nat- 
ure which has come fortn for’ some time. 
It has been rumored that the party would 
split, and that the elements of American 
Protection Associationism would enter into 
it, but this is the first statement which has 
come from a prominent leader that. the 
populist party is at last defunct. 

Colonel Barrett predicts that the 
vention which will come in Nashville next 
Monday will be’the last gathering the pop- 
ulists as a party will ever have. He says 
the cause is dead and will never be revived.

Hon. J. Pope Brown and Professor J. 
B. Hunnicutt, of the department of agri- 
culture of the State university, left last 
night for Columbus, Miss., where they will 
investigate the agricultural college of that 
State. 

The trip is made by Mr. Brown prepara- 
tory to the investigation of the joint com- 
mittee as to the appropriation received 
by the University of Georgia from federal 
sources. 

At the last session of the legislature Mr. 
Brown introduced a resolution calling for 
the appointment of a/committee which was 
to go into the agricultural department of 
the State university and find out What was 
being done with/the money appropriated 


by the federal government for agricultural ° 


purposes. 

Mr. Brown 4s now president of the State 
Agricultural Society and is much interested 
in the -practical development of the agri- 
cultural course at the university. 

“No, our investigation will have no con- 
nection with the Blalock examination. Il 
introduced my resolution without any ref- 
erences to this investigation. 1 do Nut Ssup- 
pose they will covér the same ground. 

“Our examination will probably not last 
more than a day, and 1 doubt if it will take 
us that long. It is. all foolishness to say 
that we Wili give way to tne Biaivck com- 
mittee. ft imend to make our. examina- 
tion thoroughly independent, without any 
reference to that committee. 

To Study Agriculture. 

Some time ago wir. Brown communicated 
with General Stephen D. Lee, who is at the 
head of the Mississippi Agricultural col- 
lege, stating that he wished to visit the 
place for the purpose of making a study 
oft the methods there. 

General Lee replied that he would be 
glad to receive the Georgians, and stated 
that he would do all witnin his power to 
give what information they needed. 

“I am of the opinion,”’ said Mr. Brown, 
yesterday, ‘‘that a kind of manual course 
should be put in the university. I think 
that agriculture from a practical stand- 
point should be taught. The theory is all 
right but we want a place where the boys 
can be sent to be turned out real farmers, 
where they can be taught to work with 
their own hands. 

“Professor Hunnicutt and myself will in- 
vestigate the college in Mississippi, and if 
ee are any recommendations to be made 
or the benefit of the university, we will 
make them. I do not know how long it 
will take to make the trip, but I shall call

RECEIVER WILL SUE 
THE OLD DIRECTORS 


Georgia Co-Operative Loan Company 
Litigation Takes a New Turn. 
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ORDER OF COURT IS GRANTED 


Receiver Nutting Will File Suit in a 
Few Days To Recover Assets. 


NEGLIGENT CONDUCT WILL BE CHARGED 


It Is Claimed That the Members of the 
Board of Directors Did Not Prop- 
erly Attend to Business. 


The directors of the Georgia Co-Operative 
Loan Company may find themselves in 
hot water before the end of the week, and 
suits may be filed against all the directors 
of the company by the receiver. 

Several months ago Mr. J. R. Nutting 
was appointed permanent receiver of the 
company and he was given all authority 
of the superior court to wind up the com- 
pany’s business and collect in the assets. 
He has been collecting the assets slowly 
since his appointment, and he now finds 
that much of the blame for the present 
condition of the company is due to the neg- 
ligence of the directors of the company, 
who were supposed to have the manage- 
ment of the company in their hands. An 
order of court has been secured which 
authorizes Receiver Nutting to bring suits 
against the directors of the defunct com- 
pany, and these officers will be asked to 
pay an amount sufficient to satisfy all the 
claims which are outstanding against the 
company and for the payment of which 
there is no fund in the hands of the re- 
ceiver. These suits may be filed within 
the next few days or they may not be filed 
for several weeks. 

The Georgia Co-Operative Loan Company 
was organized in 18%. One of the moving 
Spirits in the organization of the company 
was J. D. Proctor, who was made the sec- 
retary and general manager of the com- 
pany and was given the authority to direct 
the company and make loans to applicants. 
While the name of the company signifies 
that it was a loan company, it was, never- 
theless, a building and joan association, en- 
joying the privileges under its charter, 
which was secured in 1890. 

The first board of @irectors of the com- 
pany were elected in April, 1890, at the 
organization of the company. is board 
was composed of the following gentlemen: 
J. C. Kimball, B. B. Crew, J. J. Barnes, 
J. D. Proctor, E. M. Roberts, H. C. Le 
ard and J. A. Anderson. 
were selected as-follows: J. €. Kimball, 
president: B. B. Crew, vice president; J. 
D. Proctor, secretary and general mana- 
ger; J. J. Barnes, treasurer, and Judge 
James A. Anderson, counsel. These of- 
ficers were in charge of the company for 
about a year, when another change came 
about. Mr. J. J. Barnes resigned as trea- 
surer of the company and the American 
Trust and Banking Company, now the 
Fourth National bank, was selected as the 
treasurer of the company. W. M. Scott was 
selected as director and H. D. Smith and 
G. O. Williams were also elected to post- 
tions on the board of directors. E. M. Rob- 
erts and G. O. Williams were appointed 
a board of appraisers, and thus the situa- 
tion was at the last session of the board 
in 1892. 

It is charged that the directors were neg- 
ligent in the management of the company’s 
business, and that Secretary Proctor was 
allowed to use his own discretion in the 
conduct of the business. The suits which 
are contemplated being fileg will charge 
that it was due to the negligence of the 
board of directors that the company is 
now in its present dismantled condition. 

The order of the superior court charges 
that the directors have not discharged the 
duties of their office, and authority has 
been asked to bring the suits so that judg- 
ment can issue against the directors and 
the money, which ft is hoped will be se- 
cured, will be applied toward paying off 
the indebtedness of the company.

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JUNE WAS A SCORCHER. 


Broke All Previous Records with One 
Exception. 


The month of June just closed was a 
scorcher. The heat during the entire month 
was unbearable and only once in many 
long yeaes has the thermometer ranged so 
high. 

The average temperature for June is 76 
degrees, but last month old Sol got a little 
warm and ran the mercury up to a point 
that averaged 79 degrees, or 3. degrees 
above the average. Seven years ago the 
average temperature for June went 26 
high as it did last month, but in no other 
year of which there is a record has it 
ever averaged 80 high and the record goes 
back a generation. 

The rainfall during the past month has 
been below the -normal. The average for 
“heme is 4.08 inches, but last month the 

recipitation was only 2.07 inches, which 
leaves a deficiency of 2.22 for the month. 
The rainfall is still over seven inches be- 
hind for this year. The accumulated de- 
ficiency since January Ist is 7.44 inches. 

The weather conditions have not changed 
Since the last published report. The area 
of high pressure still hovers over the gulf 
of Mexico, while to the northward the ba- 
rometric pressure steadily decreases and 
centers in an area of low pressure over 
the northwest and the western portion of 
the lake region. These conditions should 
cause the general movement of the atmos- 
phere to continue from a southerly. quar- 
ter, thereby giving no immediate or decided 
relief from the present warm spell. The 
maximum temperature in Atlanta yester- 
day was $7 degrees, and judging from the 
looks ofthe weather map it will be about 
the same in Atlanta today. , 

Tne hot wave extends over a large terri- 
tory, but Atlanta is a cool spot when com- 
pared with other places. The following are 
the highest temperatures reported to this 
Stfice: Savannah, 102 degrees; Jacksonville 


and Montgomery 9%8 degreées. The fore- 
cast for today is: Generally fair, continued 
high temperature.

10 PARALLEL 


Southern Is Fixing To Be Independent 
in North Carolina. 


WILL SOON HAVE A NEW LINE. 


If the Lease Is Broken Through Ser- 
vice Will Continue, 


ROBERT GARRETT MISSED A CHANCE 


The Baltimore and Ohio Had an Op- 
portunity To Come Down to At- 
lanta, but Let It Slip. 


Within the next ninety days the South- 
ern railway will be in a position to get 
along without the North Carolina railroad 
if the courts decide to break the lease. 

From the present stitus of the case, 
however, the breaking of the lease does 
not scem to be a very probable resuit of 
the litigation. But there ts no telling what 
will happen when a case gets into the 
courts, and the Southern has resolved to 
piepare for the worst. 

The work of paralleling the state road of 
North Carolina is now under way, and it is 
a matter of only a few weeks before the 
Scuthern will be able to run from Washing- 
ton to Atlanta without touching the North 
Carolina railroad at all. 

For years there have been two pints 
which only needed to be joined together by 
about twenty-five miles of new road to 
complete the parallel. The North Carolina 
railroad exfends from Charlotte to Greens- 
boro and’ thence in an easterly direction 
to Goldsboro. Altogether the line is about 
200 miles long. It is all leased to the 
Southern, and the latter uses the part 
between Greensboro and Charlotte as a 
main line between Washington and Atlanta. 
If the lease were broken and some other 
road were to get control of it, the South- 
ern would be embarrassed unless it had 
another way of getting around from Greens- 
bero to Charlotte, a distance of about one 
hundred miles. This the Southern will soon 
have. 

Several years ago the old Virginia Mid4- 
land had a scheme to build from Greens- 
boro to Charlotte and to ®ither lease the 
Atlanta and Charlotte or build on to At- 
lanta. A road was started under 
a charter obtained for the purpose and was 
built from Greensboro in a westerly diree- 
tion to Winston. Another line was built 
from Charlotte in a northerly direction 
and the plan was to connect them. Back 
of the whole movement was the Baltimore 
and Ohio, which then controlled the stock 
in the Virginia Midland. Mr. Samuel Spen- 
cer, who had been with the Virginia Mid- 
land at an earlier date, was then a vice 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio. He 
and Judge Cowen, then general counsel of 
the Baltimore and Ohio and now one of 
its receivers, went over the whole country 
on horseback between Greensboro and 
Charlotte. They examined the proposed 
route and were strongly in favor of paral- 
leling the North Carolina road and reach- 
ing on down to Atlanta, Mr. Spencer real- 
ized that it would be a magnificent terri- 
tory for the Baltimore and Ohio to oe- 
cupy. 

The business men of Baltimore were 
anxious for the Baltimore and Ohio to 
make the move, because they foresaw that 
it would give their city @ ‘strong hold on 
the business of the south. 

Congressman Barbour, of Virginia, was 
president of the Virginia Midland, and 
Major Peyton Randolph was general man- 
ager. They were anxious for their com- 
pany and the Baltimore and Ohio to co- 
operate and extend to Atlanta. An under- 
Standing was even reached with the At- 
lanta and Charlotte by which the Virginia 
Midland was to lease it or at least have 
every facility for operating over it. 

The old Richmond and Danville had the 
North Carolina road leased, hence it was 
necessary to parallel that line to reach 
Everything was progressing 
Swimmingly until the time came to close 
up and perfect the deal. Mr. John W. Gar- 
rett, the president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, was in Europe and his son “Bob” 
was in charge. ‘That young man had the 
peculiar faculty of making’ egregious 
blunders at critical times. He had just a 
little while before permitted the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad to beat him out of the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore, 
a most desirable property. He now set 
himself against the proposition of extend- 
ing his great system into the south. More 
than that, he attempted to put a personal 
friend into the Virginia Midlamd over 
Major Randolph,

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Europe, He returned in midsummer and 
the matter of the appointment of a new 
general manager on the Virginia Midland 
was taken up. He said that his son w 
wrong in the position he had taken, bu 
he felt that he ought to sustain Robert. 
President Barbour asked him what he 
would take for the Baltimore and Qhio’s 
stock' and his own stock in the Virginia 
Midland. Mr. Garrett said 100 cents on the 
dollar. The stock was then selling on 
the market for 10 cents on the dollar. Mr. 
Barbour obtained sixty days option on the 
stock and at once opened negotiations with 
the Richmond and Danviile people at 
Richmond for the. lease of the Virginia 
Midland. They jumped at the opportunity 
and on fhe day the option expired the 
Bait:more and Uhio stock and the Garrett 
stcck was bought. That let the Baltimore 
and Ohio out of its chance to come south 
and made the Richmond and Danville a 
formidable system. 

Possessing, as it did, the lease of the 
North Carolina railroad the Richmond and 
Danville did not want to go on with the 
line intended to parallel its own property 
and work was discontinued. . 

From that day until recently the link 
represented by the dotted line in the ac- 
companying map was never touched. Last 
year when the agitation was sprung in 
North Carolina over the lease of the state 
road to the Southern, the latter let it be 
known that if the lease were taken away 
from it, the connécting link would be built 
and the Southern would be independent of 
the state road. Governor Russell declared 
that he would have the legislature pass an 
act prohibiting any road from paralleling 
the state’s road. That act, however, was 
never passed, and now the Southern is 
pushing the work. By October ist the 
rails will be laid from Mocksville to Moores- 
ville and the Southern will be in a position 
to do without the North Carolina road. 
Without the Southern the North Carolina 
line would be cut out of an immense 
amount of valuable business and the value 


of the property would be seriously im- | 


vile would be twenty miles longer than 
the direct line from Charlotte to Greens- 
boro, but that would amount to only about 
half an hour’s difference in time between 
Atlanta and Washington. 

It is not at all pr ble that the South- 
ern will have to give up the lease of the 
state road which it now halds, but if it 
should have to do so, it will be prepared 
for the emergency. 


They Want the Road. 

Editor Constitution—Considerable interest 
is being take1 here toward securing the 
Atlanta and Selma railroad by our city. 
At several conferences among wealthy and 
influertial citizens it has been agreed to 
offer that corporation a large tract of 
very valuable suburban property, com- 
prising some fine water power, as well 
es a plat of 1,040 city lots, near the south- 
ern boundary of the city limits and through 
which the survey of the Atlanta and Selma 
road has already been made. 

With the Atlanta and Selma completed 
through our place, which has now 2,500 
population, it would only be a matter of a 
short while until our population would 
be 5,000 to 6,000 and the trade would be 
immense from this point into and out of 
Atlanta, both passenger and freight traf- 
fic cver the Atlanta and Selma road. This 
would be very advantageous to Atlanta 
merchants as well as to the road, which 
would be the only direct line we would 
have into Atlanta. 

‘In ten years from the completion of the 
road to our city we calculate that the re- 
ceipts from this point alone, by the cor- 
poration who builds it, will be sufficient 
from passenger and freight traffic to pay 
back every dollar of the cost: of the road 
from Atlanta to Carrollton. Besides this 
plot of 1,040 fine lots should easily sell for 
more than $200,000 and in addition to same 
the water power on this property would be 
worth for factory purposes no less than $5v,- 
000, which will make Carrollton’s subscrip- 
tion to the capital stock of the Atlanta and 
Selma railroad and Seaboard Air-Line fully 
Now Carrollton has two charters for ralil- 
roads to Atlanta and direct connection by 
rail with Atlanta has received much at- 
tention by our people, and we have no doubt 
that either one or both of these charters 
with all of their privileges can easily be 
had by. the Atlanta and Selma people, if 
they should so desire. ;

FOR COLUMBUS 


Big Fall of the River Has Been Purchased 
By Capitalists. 


STONE DAM TO BE BUILT NOW 


One Hundred Thousand Dollars To Be 
Expended at Once. 


SEVERAL NEW COTTON MILLS IN SIGHT 


Major Hanson, J. Gunby Jordan and 
John Hill Invest Money at 
Columbus. 


Columbus, Ga., July 1.—(Special.)—Colum- 
bus is rejoicing tonight over the consum- 
mation of one of the biggest business 
schemes planned here in years. 

The magnificent water power here caused 
by the fall of the Chattahoochee river is 
to be developed on an elaborate scale by 
a powerful company just formed, consist- 
ing of G. Gunby Jordan, president of the 
Third National bank; John Hill, also of 
this city, and Major J. F. Hanson, of Ma- 
con, president of the Bibb Manufacturing 
Company. These gentlemen completed a 
deal Saturday afternoon by which they ob- 
tained possession of the Rock Island power, 
opposite North Highlands Park. 

At this point, where there is a natural 
dam, a paper mill stood before the war. 

After much bargainifig the gentlemen in- 
terested secured: possession of the land 
and necessary rights and will proceed with 
the development of their scheme immediate- 
ly. The last step was taken this afternoon 
when the last land necessary to be se- 
cured was purchased from the North High- 
lands Company. Messrs. Jordan, Hill and 
Hanson will apply for a charter tomorrow 
and will at once erect a fine plant at the 
old paper mill site. 

A big stone dam will be built across the 
river and $100,000 will be spent in the en- 
terprise, and the principle of the trans- 
mission of electrical power will be put to 
a practical use, power being transmitted 
to all desiring it. 

The mere development of the water power 
is but a small part of the advantages 
which will accrue to Columbus from. the 
deal. , 

In connection with this enterprise big 
cotton/ mills are to be built by outsiders, 
northern and southern capltalists, and are 
to be operated by power furnished from 
this plant. 

The parties who are developing the wa- 
ter power are shrewd and practical busi- 
ness men and they had definite assurance 
of the building of the mill before they took 
the steps that they did. 

Work on these other enterprises, the re- 
sult of the power plant, will begin soon. 
The total capital brought to Columbus by 
the deal will amount to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 


SHAM BATTLE FOR THE NAVY. 


Naval Militia Will Go Into Camp at 
Same Time as the Soldiers. 

Brunswick, Ga., July 1.—(Speoijal.)—The 
St. Simons encampment will be the most 
novel ever participated in by the volunteer 
soldiers of the south. , 

The Georgia battalion of naval militia 
wiil be here for training on the gunboat 
Wilmington at the same time the Fourth 
regiment is in camp, and this will provide 
a chance to have a big sham battle between 
the land and naval forces of the state. The 
Savannah naval militia will come over. 

The Brunswick reserves will move the 
monitor Passaic to St. Simons this week. 
They have abandoned street drills and will 
commence at once to train for the boat 
drills. It is intended that the Fourth regi- 
ment guard the shores from assaults from 
the marines. 

The reserves will put off from the Wil- 
mington with rapid firing guns mounted in 
smalit boats and backed up by heavy shot 
from the Wilmington attempt to capture 
the shore and drive back the infantry. The 
enthusiasm. of the military here has no 
bounds and the St. Simons encampment 
of 1897 will be the greatest ever held on 


he seashore. 

: Accommodations for all the visiting com- 
panies have been arranged. A vote of 
thanks has been tendered Lieutenants 
Wright and Aiken for their good work in 
securing the Wilmington for the encamp- 
ment. The department has been notified 
that the reserves will go into camp from 
the 20th to 27th and the gunboat will be at 
their disposal between those dates. 


COPPER MINING MAY STOP. 


Suits Brought Against Company Be- 
cause Smoke Kills: Trees. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., July 1.—(Special.)— 
Recently several suits for heavy damages 
were filed in the circuit court of Polk 
county, Tennessee, against the Ducktown 
Copper Mining Company. In the process 
of reducing copper ores a sulphurous 
smoke is produced which kills trees and 
vegetables. *The timber on land adjacent 
to the mines has been killed by the smoke, 
hence these suits were instituted. 

The case came up for hearing at Benton, 
Tenn:, and an injunction was granted by 
Chancellor Lindsay, of Knoxville, tem 
rarily preventing the further prosecution 
of the sults and removing them to chan- 
cery court. 

The cases are of tmportance, for if the 

rosecutors win the mining company will 
be forcéd to quit business.

Scott, Landers and Cape are deputies 
who served under Mr. Dunlap, and are re- 
appointed. Whately served under the old 
administration as posseman. The ten other 
deputies will not be announced today, and 


it may be several days before they are 
all named. There are hundreds of appli- 
cants and’Mr. Johnson will have to dis- 


criminate between them to choose his ten 


men. One thing is certain, they will all 
be dyed-in-the-wool republicans, and no 
democrat may hope to find faver in the 


eyes of the new marshal. 

All of Mr. Dunlap’s deputies are out of 
office and only two or three of the new dep- 
uties have been commissioned, so there 
is no field work being done now and the 
moonshiner is plying his trade unmolested. 
In a few days, however, Mr. Johnson will 
have a full force of men in the field. 

Mr. Johnson’s course in indiscriminately 
firing the old force of deputies. immediate- 
ly upon going into office has caused some 
surprise and some comment. It was ex- 
pected that he would put off the majority 
of the democrats, but it was not thought 
that he would shove them out so soon.

TWO SCHOOL BOARDS 


Jonesboro Has One To Spare, but Which 
Is the One? 


JUDGE CANDLER HAD A HAND 


But He Acted Innocently on the Re- 
quest of Two Citizens Who Got 
in Ahead of Public Meeting. 


The thriving city of Jonesboro, the coun- 
ty seat of Clayton, is stirred up just at 
present over a political sensation which 
bids fair to disrupt its public school sys- 
tem 

The trouble grew-out of an appointment 
made by Judge John S. Candler. There 
are at present two~»boards of education, one 
selected by the people and the other ap- 
pointed by Judge Candler. The question 
is which will remain in office. 

In 189) a board of education for Jonesboro 
was created by the legislature, and in the 
act it was provided that the members 
should be appointed by the superior court 


judge of -the circuit. While it was by no 
means necessary, it has been the custom 
for the citizens of Jonesboro to nominate 


the members of the board and send the 
names.to the judge for ratification. 

It was discovered some weeks ago that 
the terms of the members of the board of 
education then in office expired on Janua- 
ry 1, 1897. As soon as this was distovered, 
a mass meeting of the citizens of Jones- 
boro was called for June l4th, but when the 
hour for the meeting arrived, so few peo- 
ple had come that the meeting Was de- 
clared postponed until June 29th, which was 
last Tuesday. 

On Monday, however, Messrs. 
tower and E. M. Blalock went before 
Judge Candler, and, according to report, 
represented themselves as a committee 
from the people of Jonesboro and had the 
‘following gentlemen appointed as Mem- 
bers of the new board: J. O. Hightower, 
Ik. M. Blalock, J. A. Morrow, C. H. Hutch- 
inson, A. C. Blalock, W. T. Kimsey, W. 
R. Ward, I. W. Cousins and W. B. Stew- 
art. 

* With the commissions of the flew board 
in their pockets, Mr. Hightower and Mr. 
Blalock returned to Jonesboro, and, saying 
nothing about the appointment which they 
had asked for, attended the meeting of the
